Union Ele alleged that 
the four firms, with Westing- 
house and General El 
manufacture 95 per cent of the 
turbine generator units in the 
United States. The suit said 
that between November 1955 and 
June 1960 the firms “engaged 
in a combination and ccnspiracy 
in unreasonable restraint of 
interstate trade and commerce 
in turbine generator units, in 
violation of the Sherman Act.” 

The price-fixing scandal in the 
electrical industry resulted in 
conviction 29 manufacturing 
firms and 44 executives. Many of 
the executives received jail 
sentences as well as fines

The girl was a high school 
senior and had been dating Craig 
for about a year. 

J. M. Hickman of the Mis- 
sour; Highway Patrol said Craig 
was shot in the face as he sat in 
his automobile with Miss Raines 
beside a rural road. Hickman 
said Williams then drove Craig's 
car about two miles to a more 
remote area, not far from his 
home,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 — A 
final call to Cuba to submit to 
the discipline of the inter-Amer- 
ican system was reported yes- 
terday to be among the proposals 
to be placed before the confer- 
ence of American foreign min- 
isters next month. 

Another proposal will «all for 
the establishment of a hemi- 
spheric mechanism to control 
Communist and Cuban political 
infiltration and subversion. 


These proposals and the strat- 
egy to assure the greatest pos- 
sible support for them at the 
parley were reviewed Sunday at 
the Palm Beach (Fla.) meeting 
between President Kennedy and 
President Arturo Frondizi of Ar- 
gentina. 

Further Discussions. 


Consultations among Latin 
American governments and the 
United States to produce the 
most acceptable resolutions for 
the conference were to be re. 
sumed today. The conference of 
foreign ministers will open Jan 
22 at the Uruguayan resort of 
Punta del Este. 

Colombia, which requested the 
conference, has drafted four 
basic resolutions covering the 
threat to the hemisphere through 
possible interference by ‘‘extra- 
continental poWers’’—an allusion 
to the Soviet bloc—and through 
subversion from abroad endan- 
gering the stability of Latin 
American governments. 


The resolutions were the sub- 
ject of discussions Dec. 17 be- 
tween Mr. Kennedy and Presi- 
dent Alberto Lleras Camargo of 
Colombia on the Kennedy visit 
to Bogota. Officials here said 
yesterday that the United States 
favored consolidation of the four 
resolutions into one document 
setting forth the hemisphere’s 
stand on the Cuban problem and 
on the perils arising from Ha- 
vana’s alliance with the Soviet 
bloc. 

Plea Certain to Fail. 

It is taken for granted that 
Cuba will reject any appeal to 
accept the inter-American disci- 
pline and obligations. To accept 
such an appeal would mean Cuba 
would have to cut the links with 
the Soviet bloc on which it is 
dependent economically and mil- 
itarily. 

Diplomats speculated that con- 
ference approval of resolutions 
which Cuba would regard as 
hostile might lead the Havana 
regime to abandon the Organiza- 
tion of American States, a move 
that Premier Fidel Castro has 
threatened in the past. 

Diplomats believe that whether 
Cuba quits the OAS or simply re- 
jects the call for accepting inter- 
American obligations, it will find 
itself almost isolated in the 
hemisphere. 

Foreign Minister Francisco 
Clementino San Tiago Dantas of 
Brazil, which with Argentina, 
Chile, Bolivia and Ecuador ab- 
stained when the OAS council 
convoked the ministerial con- 
ference, said last week in Rio de 
Janeiro that the moment is ap- 
proaching when Cuba must face 
its inter-American obligations. 


Prodding of Frondizi.

Diplomatic sources said there 
was still some disagreement on 
tactics, but that the Argentine 
leader was moving in the same 
direction as the United States. 

Presidential press secretary 
Pierre Salinger said, ‘““The meet- 
ing was held in an atmosphere of 
cordiality and resulted in a 


complete agreement on prin- 
ciples.”’ 
Mr. Kennedy’s hand was 


strengthened by two factors: 
first, his favorable reception in 
Puerto Rico, Venezuela and 
Colombia, and, second,- the 
recent admission by Castro that 
he is a Marxist-Leninst, a move 
that embarrassed some of his 
friends in South America. 


In addition to the Cuban prob- 
lem, the two leaders discussed 
economic matters affecting 
Argentina. The change in Fron- 
dizi’s approach to the Cuban 
problem was not spelled out by 
spokesmen for either side.

After a quiet Christmas touched 
by concern for his seriously ill 


father, the President planned a 


meeting with doctors 


who will examine his back, which 
caused the Chief Executive much 
discomfort in the late spring and 
early summer. 

Dr. Preston Wade of New York 
and Dr. Janet Travell, the White 
House physician, will conduct the 
informal checkup. Dr. Wade is 
the specialist called in to treat 
Mr. Kennedy last June for a 
back injury which put him on 
crutches for a time. Dr. Travell 
is here primarily for a holiday. 
The White House denied yester- 
day a report that she, first 
woman in history to serve in her 
present post, was resigning. 

Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
emphasized that Mr. Kennedy 
has had no recent trouble with 
his back but that Dr. Wade was 
“in this area and he’s going to 
give the President kind of a 
year-end checkup.” 


midday 


Mr. Kennedy required medical 
attention for a head cold, but he 
is now virtually symptom-free. 
Although the temperature drop- 
ped to the mid-40s yesterday, 
he went swimming in a heated 
pool at the estate of C. Michael 
Paul where the President’s fam- 
ily is spending the holidays. 

A delegation of top presiden- 
tial advisers was due here late 
today for conference with Mr. 
Kennedy on the budget and the 
State of the Union message to be 
delivered to Congress late next 
month. 

Coming to confer with the 
President, possibly over a pe- 
riod of several days, were The- 
odore C. Sorensen, Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s special counsel and chief 
speech consultant; Sorensen’s 
deputy, Myer Feldman; Budget 
director David E. Bell and Mc- 
George Bundy, special assistant 
to the President for national se- 
curity affairs. 

The budget for fiscal 1963, 
which Mr. Kennedy has promised 
will be in balance at the time 
of its submission to the House 
and Senate, was virtually com- 
pleted as far as major totals 
were concerned. The President, 
wants to take a last 
look at some of the key items 
before having the bulky docu- 
ment prepared in printed form 
for Congress. 

Father’s Condition a Factor. 

Salinger had no other visitors 
on the President’s schedule for 
this week, but there may: be 
additional conferences, depend- 
ing to some extent on the condi- 
tion of his father, former Am- 
bassador Joseph P. Kennedy. 


The elder Kennedy was in a 
hospital because of a stroke 
suffered Dec. 19. Pneumonia 


began developing several days 
ago and on Sunday doctors per- 
formed a tracheotomy to relieve 
congestion in his throat and 
chest. He is 73 years old. 

Members of the family visited 
the elder Kennedy’s hospital 
suite yesterday. His wife, Rose, 
has been spending most of her 
time since the initial attack at 
his bedside, but she got away 
from the hospital for a while 
late yesterday to join the family 
at a Christmas dinner. 

The White House said after the 
Christmas visits to the hospital 
that the elder Kennedy ‘‘recog- 
nized members of his family this 
morning and seemed to respond 
well to their visit.’’ Before visit- 
ing him yesterday, the family at- 
ended mass in a small chapel at 
St.-Mary’s Hospital where the 
father is a patient.

Newspapers in Cali, a provin- 
cial capital 35 miles southwest of 
here, said the bomb was planted 
by Gustavo Nes Barabbas, a 
harness maker for the garrison, 
who was killed in the explosion 
They suggested no motive. 


Although no official confirma- 
tion for the press reports could 
be obtained, it was known that 
Nes’s widow was one of two per- 
sons who had been held for ques- 
tioning. The other’s name was 
not disclosed. (The Associated 
Press reported 80 persons had 
been arrested.) 


The bomb was exploded on the 
parade ground of the _ block- 
square barrack of the palace in- 
fantry battalion as a crowd of 
about 500 persons was streaming 
toward gates. 

Preliminary investigation sug- 
gested that the bomb was a 
length of large-diameter water 
pipe packed with dynamite, bird- 
shot and stones.

A Step Toward Unity. 

He indicated that the calling 
of the council woul be a step 
toward Christian unity. 

“To this chorus of prayers 
(for the council), we invite all 
Christians of churches separated 
from Rom*~, berause the council 
will also be to their advantage,”’ 
he said. 

“We know that many of these 
sons are anxious for a return to 
unity and peace according to 
the teachings and the prayer of 
Christ to the Father. 

‘And we know also that the 
announcement of the council will 
not only be received by them 
with joy, but that not a few of 
them have already promised to 
offer their prayers for its suc- 
cess and they hope to send 
representatives of their com- 
munities to follow the work of 
the council at close quarters; 
all this is for us a cause of great 
comfort and hope . to facili- 
tate these cOniacts we some 
time ago established a _ secre- 
tariat for this specific purpose.” 

In a Christmas day address, 
preceeding his apostolic blessing, 
the Pope expressed the hope 
that the New Year may see “an 
end of all wars... and a world 
united in a single cry to heaven, 
a cry of fraternal and filial 
love.”

Rajagopalachari, Who 
Broke With Nehru, 
Says Country Has 
Paid Heavy Price.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 26—One of 
India’s most respected political 
leaders has strongly censured his 
government for seizing the small 
territories of Goa, Damao and 
Diu from Portugal by force. 

He is 8l-year-old Chakravarti 
Rajagopalachari, the only Indian 
to be governor general of the 
country. He held that office from 
1948 until India became a repub- 
lic in 1950 
Rajagopalachan’s views on 
India’s military action last week 
were contained in a article he 
has written for Swarajya (Self- 
Government, a magazine that 
supports the right-wing Freedom 
party. Rajagopalachari founded 
the Freedom party two and half 
years ago after he left the Con- 
gress party of Prime Minister 
Nehru. 

He wrote that India ‘‘has total. 
ly lost the moral power to raise 
her voice against the use of mili- 
tary power.” 

Rajagopalachari commented: 

“India has helped to under- 
mine the prestige and power of 
the Unitted Nations Security 
Council. It may not be apparent 
at once but we have paid very 
heavily in enlightened world op- 


inion for this cleptrap Goa 
action.”’ 
Rajagopalachari was long a 


close associate of Nehru and the 
late Mohandas K. Gandhi. He 
was once home minister in 
Nehru’s cabinet, chief minister 
of the state of Madras and gov- 
ernor of the state of West Bengal. 

The Portuguese role in Goa, 
Rajagopalachari said, was ‘'an 
offense to Indian nationalism.” 
But he said it was not a greater 
offense than Chinese occupation 
of territory claimed by India or 
the Indian social evil created by 
untouchabilitiy.

In contrast to the British, the 
French are providing substantial 
assistance to their former 
nies that have become independ 
ent.

In your edition of Dec. 7, you pub- 
lished a letter written by E. M 
Khoury, consulting engineer of 
Canoga Park, Calif., in which he 
States that | and he ‘‘have one thing 
in common; each of us believes in 
a definite approach to the problem 
of urban renewal.” 

He then continues by explaining 
that this was about the only thing 
we had in common, and develops 
his thoughts by using the automo- 
bile as an exclusive, or nearly ex- 
clusive means of t-ansportation 
within urban areas, opening up per- 
spectives for the future by which 
we might commute 300 miles from 
suburban sprawl into the city. 


The utter madness of such atti- 
tude, according to which humans 
would be completely enslaved by 
their machines, can only be ex- 
plained by the fact that Mr. Khoury, 
living in one of the largest sprawl- 
ing suburban conglomerations, has 
probably never seen or experienced 
city life. As an engineer he is ob- 
viodsly prey to the professional dis- 
ease of regarding mechanization as 
a religion. I believe I can answer 
him best by repeating a story which, 
in order_to dramatize the issues, I 
have included in one of my lectures: 


I happen to have reliable infor- 
mation, through a friend of mine 
who is a space salesman, that an 
expedition of American astronauts 
has already beert on - faraway 
planet and has successfully returned 
to earth. The reason this historic 
event has not become public knowl- 
edge is that the information brought 
back by our astronauts is threaten- 
ing our national security. 

This is what our astronauts found: 
There is in existence another planet 
with a civilization similar to ours 
but further advanced. Unfortunate- 
ly, by the time our astronauts 
reached the place they found that 
all life was extinct. From records 
which they found, it appears that 
the planet is called ‘‘The Star of 
Motorius.” The beings living on it 
call themselves ‘‘Motorists.”’ 

The planet Motorius is criss- 
crossed by ingeniously engineered 
86-lane expressways which intersect 
over cloverleaves 18 stories high.

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Barriers to Power 


The first major test of Interior Secretary 
Udall’s plans for inter-regional power pool- 
ing, which could enhance the nation’s produc- 
tive energy and save millions for consumers 
of electricity, is shaping up for Congress 
early next year. A transmission tie is to be 
proposed between the Columbia River basin 
and California, and Congress will be asked 
to provide funds to begin engineering studies. 

In the northern region a vast federal gen- 
erating system is operated by the Bonneville 
Power Administration. In the southern, the 
great Central Valley Project is well advanced. 
In both there are large private systems. The 
Secretary of the Interior proposes a pooling 
of all their productive resources. 

« » . 


Economies could be effected through the 
shuttling back and forth of power cupply in 
accordance with the fluctuations in demand. 
Still further economies would accrue from 
the use of extra-high-voltage transmission 
which has recently been developed. The two 
regions are particularly well suited to inter- 
tie because the peak demand occurs during 
winter, for heating, in the Columbia basin; 
during summer, for air-conditioning, in Cali- 
fornia. 

There is no question of the advantages in 
connecting generating systems for exchange 
of current. Both public and private systems 
practice it to a considerable extent, though 
the Udall plan is the first to propose it on 
sO sweeping a scale. 

There is a decided question, however, 
whether the private companies will forego 
the usual ideological row over private-vs.- 
public power so the pooling can go forward 
without obstruction from them. There is a 
still bigger question whether they will par- 
ticipate, as Secretary Udall has invited them 
to do. 

Provision is made for them in the Interior 
plans. At the same time, the plans are flex- 
ible enough to go ahead without them if need 
be. The same is true of Canadian power 
which will be incorporated into the pool if 
the Ottawa Government can solve the ob- 
stacles raised by the province of British 
Columbia to signing the Columbia River 
treaty with the United States. 


Maximum usefulness would be served by 
pooling all these sources, but a pool of the 
Bonneville and California systems alone—if 
the other sources.do not make themselves 
available — would still be well worth the 
doing.

Private company opposition is not the only 
possible hurdle the pooling program may 
have to deal with. Already, provincial and 
proprietary attitudes toward federal power 
generated in its region are evident in the 
Columbia basin. 


That region is conditioned to fear of scarc- 
ity through having felt its pinch a couple of 
decades ago. It fears that power it needs will 
be siphoned off to California. It fears it will 
not be able to compete for industry if Cali- 
fornia, with its bigger markets and warmer 
climate, also gains abundant power. 

This seems to us even more short-sighted 
and contrary to self-interest than private util- 
ity objections. 

However stiff the fight, inter-regional 
power pooling is worth fighting for. It is 
the next big move in enhancing the useful- 
ness, widening the availability and lowering 
the price of the nation’s total electric power. 
Since the rewards will be so great, it must 
be hoped that in the course of the national 
debate on it broader-gauged attitudes will 
begin to emerge, and will prevail. 


Intercepting at 3000 M.P.H. 


A Nike Zeus’s successful interception of a 
3000-mile-an-hour target missile is an en- 
couraging advance in development of the 
most promising missile-destroyer known to 
be past the blueprint stage. The three-stage 
Zeus has a record as promising as the devel- 
opment history of any type missile, but it 
faces a crucial test next summer—intercep- 
tion of a 15,000-mile-an-hour intercontinental 
ballistic missile. 


So confident is the Army that it asserts 
Zeus can pass this test and also discriminate 
between warheads and decoys. On that basis 
the Army seeks funds to begin immediate 
production of Zeus parts that require a long 
time to make. The Pentagon thus far re- 
mains dubious and apparently will await com- 
plete testing. Yet Soviet Russia several 
months ago asserted it had “successfully 
solved the problem of destroying missiles in 
flight.” If true, the claim still is capable 
of wide interpretation. Moscow may be ahead 
of or far behind the Zeus. Whichever nation 
first develops a successful ICBM-destroyer 
will have the enormous advantage that lies 
in introduction of a new major weapon. 


Independence for Formosa? 


A timely suggestion has been made by 
John Carter Vincent, one of the Far East ex- 
perts who was driven from the State Depart- 
ment by the McCarthyites and then cleared 
of alleged disloyalty by the late Secretary 
Dulles. Mr. Vincent, referring to the recent 
defeat of the move to bring Red China into 
the United Nations, says we must imme- 
diately “make friends and influence govern- 
ments to favor a solution which would pro- 
vide for the continued independence of Tai- 
wan (Formosa) and its membership in the 
U.N. if the Communist government later 
should be seated.” 


. Mr. Vincent rejects the “two Chinas solu- 
tion” on the ground that Taiwan is not 
China and is not recognized as such in the 
peace treaties with Japan. He is convinced 
the eight million or so Taiwanese, who are 
ruled by some two million Chinese followers 
of Chiang Kai-shek, want to be independent. 
He thinks the United States should work 
toward the establishment of an independent 


Republic of Taiwan, or Something of that 
nature. 


This is a tactical approach that has con- 
siderable merit. The new Asian end African 
U.N. members should be willing to support 
the principle of self-determination. Inde- 
pendence for Formosa would not conflict with 
United States objectives in the Far East, and 
would be in accord with the facts. /The idea 
of an independent Formosa recognized and 
underwritten by the U.N. probably would be 
rejected at first by Chiang and Red China, but 
they might be brought around in time. 

The effect of this solution would be little 
more than to legalize the status quo. It might 


not prove practical for one reason or another, 
but the United States should at any rate ex- 
plore all the possibilities and develop a posi- 
tive policy based on the theory that sooner 
or later Red China will be admitted to 
the U.N. 


To Spur St. Louis’s Growth 


What happens at Columbia Rottoms in the 
next 12 months—or what does not happen— 
ought to go a long way toward answering 
whether the project is too big for St. Louis, 
as a nationally respected research firm can- 
didly stated a couple of years ago. 

Everybody in metropolitan St. Louis has a 
vital stake in the Chamber of Commerce’s 
efforts to create an industrial park at the 
Bottoms. The area’s rate of economic growth 
has consistently lagged behind that of its 
principal metropolitan competitors. his fore- 
casts a dim future for St. Louis unless that 
unhappy trend can be reversed; for one thing, 
there will be insufficient jobs for the growing 
numbers of the next generation. The Bottoms 
project is aimed at reversing the area’s lag- 
ging growth, thus creating necessary new 
jobs. 

Industrial development in this area has 
been inhibited by an acute shortage of plant 
sites on navigable water, thereby raking it 
difficult for St. Louis to capitalize on its 
unique position at the confluence of the na- 
tion’s two largest rivers. Not only would the 
Bottoms solve that shortage; industries locat- 
ing there also would be brought within the 
St. Louis railroad switching limits which in 
effect would put them on sidings of perhaps 
a dozen trunk lines. In addition they would 
have direct access to the interstate highway 
system, as Interstate 270 runs right past the 
Bottoms’ front door; and this would give 
them an expressway connection with air 
facilities at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

The project has moved ahead in 1961. But 
the tempo of advance will have to be stepped 
up considerably in 1962, if only to demon- 
strate forcefully that the Chamber and St. 
Louis are energetically seeking to make sure 
that the area does not have to accept second- 
rate status. 

True, the problems are substantial. Flood 
protection for the site will require construc- 
tion of a $5,000,000 levee, rail and road con- 
nections into the area will have to be con- 
structed and—most important of all—buyers 
of plant sites will have to be signed up. 
Financing of the levee particularly will de- 
pend upon firm commitments from pro- 
spective industrial users. 

Chamber sources indicate they hope that 
work on the levee can begin next fall, with 
the park itself to be ready for occupancy 
sometime in 1963. Let us hope so. This is 
a big project, but it cannot be permitted to 
become too big for St. Louis. The area has 
some catching-up to do, and.the Bottoms pre- 
sents the best chance of achieving the great 
leap forward that is essential to the area’s 
future. 


Europe’s New Anti-Trust Law 

There is one less worry-item for those who 
dread the Common Market. The European 
Economic Community has adopted a tough 
anti-trust law. Cartels and other agreements 
in restraint of trade, of course, are forbidden 
in principle by the community’s basic docu- 
ment, the Treaty of Rome. But this constitu- 
tional provision had to ve implemented by 
specific legislation prior to the beginning of 
the second phase of European integration, 
scheduled for the first of the year. 

The new law is to make sure that the bene- 
fits of reduced trade barriers are not offset 
by noncompetitive agreements between, say, 
French and German producers. It covers 
chiefly international cartels. Unless they af- 
fect exports, agreements between producers 
of the same nation are subject to that nation’s 
laws. Yet mergers and combinations, some 
of which may be accepted because they are 
economically desirable, must have EEC ap- 
proval. The EEC Executive. Commission in 
Brussels has the powers of investigation and 
punishment, but individual governments 
also are required to keep an eye on enter- 
prises under their direct authority. 

Obviously, the new statute is intended to 
keep Europe’s large operators from taking 
unfair advantage of their competitors within 
the Common Market. But by forbidding such 
arrangements, the law also is a barrier to 
their employment .o frustrate the trading 
opportunities of firms in nonmember coun- 
tries. This is one more assurance that the 
EEC is determined to foster the widest pos- 
sible freedom of trade. 


After 45 Shadowed Years 

A full pardon by Gov. Edmund Brown of 
California was a most agreeable “Christmas 
gift” not only to Warren K. Billings, but also 
to all concerned for the good repute of Amer- 
ican justice. Together with the late Tom 
Mooney, Billings was convicted of the bomb- 
ing of a 1916 San Francisco Preparedness 
Day parade in which 10 were killed and 40 
injured. 

Strong feelings against the two were en- 
gendered by their ardent labor activities in 
an anti-labor environment. The speed with 
which they were convicted—in spite of their 
denials that they were at the scene of the 
outrage—raised doubts such as those which 
later shadowed the Sacco-Yanzetti case. For- 
tunately, the death sentence passed on 
Mooney was commuted to life imprisonment 
on the intercession of President Wilson. 

The men were freed from >rison by Gov. 
Culbert L. Olson in 1939, but the California 
Supreme Court sanctioned a pardon only for 
Mooney. This year it approved the pardon 
for Billings. But 23 grim years in prison 
hardly have been offset. 

California officials no longer doubt their 
innocence. James F. Brennan, who prosecuted 
Billings in 1916, drew up his certificate of 
rehabilitation. Judge Maxwell McNutt to 
whom the document was presented said: “It 
seems to me not correctly entitled. It ought 
to be ‘In the Matter of an Application of 
Atonement by the State of California.’” This 
belief became all but irresistible as one state 
witness after another came forward to admit 
being “coached” by police and prosecutors. 
While Mooney died in 1942, Billings has lived 
for almost 45 years under a sinister shadow. 
And what if Mooney had been hanged . s sen- 
tenced in 1916? | 

The moral for police, prosecutors, jurors 
and judges is plain. It is equally plain for 
those who surrender to the. passions which 
pervert justice. And it should give a long, 
thoughtful pause to those impatient with 
the guarantees of the Bill of Rights.

The first of these organizations to 
make the headlines was the Birch So- 
ciety, but today it is only one of sev- 
eral that compete for members among 
fearful and distraught people. 

A sickness is on the land. We hear 
of armed bands calling themselves 
Minutemen, drilling in fields. where 
they are led to expect guerrilla war 
with invading Russians. We hear men 
glorified for violent and completely 
unsupported charges of subversion and 
rottenness in the Government of the 
United States. We hear denunciations 
of even the use of the word democracy 
in connection with the United States. 
We wake up to a campaign of hate 
certainly as vicious as anything pre- 
viously known in this land of the free. 

In theory the hate is directed against 
Communists. These organizations en- 
roll members for the purpose of fight- 
ing Communists, a purpose which can 
no more be criticized than fighting sin. 
The trouble with the appeal is a pauci- 
ty of United States Communists, but it 
makes no difference. 

The movement sweeps forward with 
charges of Communist influences every- 
where, In the Dallas and Los Angeles

areas, for example, the charges have 
been hurled back and forth with a 
ferocity that splits neighborhoods.

It attacks both political parties 
and denounces anything approaching 
political compromise, the kind of com- 
promise that is vital to the two-party 
system. 

What, then, do these people who take 
a nihilistic approach to the present 
G.vernment propose for the future?

Perhaps the majority of leaders of the 
raging forces expect their candidates 
tr win eventual control at the polls.

OWEN BREWSTER 
DIES; EX-SENATOR 


Maine Republican Fought 
New Deal—Clashed With 
Howard Hughes. 


BOSTON, Dec. 26 (AP)—For- 
mer United States Senator Owen 


Brewster of Maine, a Republi- | 


can opponent of Franklin D 
Roosevelt's New Deal and for 
18 years Maine’s most potent po- 
litical figure, died in a Christian 
Science retreat house yesterday. 
He was 73 years old. 

He and his wife had been at 
the Christian Science Benevolent 
Association for a week. Senator 
Brewster is a former president 
of the Christian Science Mother 
Church 

Surviving are his wife, Doro- 
thy, and a son, Charlies, a Ban- 
gor (Me.) attorney. 

Christian Science funeral serv- 
ices will be held in the First 
Universalist Church in Dexter, 
Me., Thursday at 2:30 p.m 

Senator Brewster was de 
feated in his effort to obtain a 
third Senate term in 1952. Since 
then he had lived in semi-retire- 
ment, spending nine months of

Throughout his careér he 
clashed with many political op- 
ponents. 

His most bitter feud was with 
Howard Hughes, the millionaire 
plane and tool manufacturer 

In 1947 Senator Brewster was 
chairman of a Senate War In 
vestigating Committee. A _ sub- 
committee of that body investi- 
gated Hughes's World War | 
plane contracts. 

Hughes charged that the Sen 
ator had offered to sidetrack 
the inquiry if Hughes would 
merge his Trans World Airlines 
with Pan American Airways 
Senator Brewster, in an unprece- 
dented action, voluntarily 
dropped his rights and appeared 
as a witness before his own 
committee to deny the accusa- 
tion under oath 

Senator Brewster was a mem- 
ber of a joint congressional 
committee that investigated the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. The majority said the fail- 
ures that contributed to the dis- 
aster were the fault of military 
men in Hawaii and Washington, 
but Senator Brewster had an- 
other view 

He was one of two Republican 
Senators who, in their dissent 
from the majority report, de- 
clared that President Roosevelt 
“was responsible for the failure 
to enforce continuous, efficient 
and appropriate co-operation”’ in 
Washington ‘‘in evaluating infor- 
mation and dispatching clear 
and positive orders to the Ha- 
Wallan commanders.” 

A strong conservative, the 
Senator particularly disliked the 
reciprocal trade program, dub- 
bing it ‘Alice in Wonderland” 
economics However, he fully 
supported Roosevelt in the war. 
saying, “If | am compelled to a 
choice between Roosevelt and 
Hitler, I choose Roosevelt.

U.S. Army Men Have Christmas 
In Sound of Red Viet Nam Foes 


By MALCOLM W. BROWNE 

TRUNG LAP, South Viet Nam, 
Dec. 26 (AP)—Despite the con- 
stant threat of Viet Cong snipers 
and guerrillas, 15 United States 
Army men and their Viet Na- 
mese trainees stationed at this 
lonely Ranger base in the jungle, 
observed Christmas with a mid- 
night mass, a Christmas tree and 
a turkey dinner. 

The Mass was said in Viet 
Namese by a South Viet Namese 
army chaplain. The small Christ- 
mas tree was mounted on cases 
of mortar shells. The turkey din- 
ner had been carried 30 miles 
north from Saigon over bumpy 
dangerous roads. 

With the Americans were about 
900 Viet Namese Ranger trainees 
and their officers, about 70 of 
them Christians. Next week the 
Rangers will begin field training 
problems. The maneuvers will 
be conducted against the Viet 
Cong rebels 

There were sobering develop- 
ments to dampen the Christmas 
spirit. The men at Trung Lap 
learned on Christmas Eve of the 
death last Friday of a United 
States Army enlisted man and 
three Viet Namese soldiers ir a 

Cong ambush 20 miles west 
of Saigon. 

Several days befor: 
grenades had been thrown into 
the camp. In the last week, the 
Viet Cong had tried to burn down 
two bridges on the rutted, dusty 
road leading to the camp. And 
Communist sniper fire had been 
taking its toll of casualties among 
the Viet. Namese Ranvers 

Enemy Signals Heard. 

As the sun set on Christmas 
eve, sounds of rooster calls and 
tom-toms told the camp that the 
Viet Cong outposts were watching 
and signaling from the surround- 
ing rice fields and underbrush

| ONE REASON I CAN’T seem to get Katanga and those

“You should see their bright eyes when they come 
in with a new word,” our teacher, Miss Lester Keath- 
ley, said in praise of the word hunt, “It's too bad we 
can’t all have that enthasiasm at discovering our 
language.” 

Miss Keathley may not know it, but behind every 
bright-eyed child is a pair of red-eyed parents who 
have courted insomnia poring over old digests, news 
magazines and medical journals in search of “tundra,”

Quakers Taxed Selves $60,000 for U.N.

QUAKERS and their neigh- 
bors across the United States 
and elsewhere have given more 
than $60,000 to the United Na- 
tions. 

For the last year, they have 
been quietly donating one per cent 
of their income as a pledge of 
faith in the U.N. and they plan 
to continue doing so as long as 
they are able in the belief that 


the U.N. is the ‘‘one tangible 
symbol of the world commu- 
nity.’ 


This idea of a “‘self-tax’’ came 
from a woman now living in 
Arizona, and it has started a 
flow of checks from 25 states, 
Canada and Mexico that aver- 
ages $5000 a month. 

The woman is Mrs. Thornton 
M. Price, wife of a professor of 
mechanical engineering at the 
University of Arizona at Temple, 
just outside of Phoenix. 

Mrs. Price’s idea has been 
drawn on here as the basis for 
a possible new approach for the 
‘have’ nations of the industral- 
ized world to aid the ‘‘have not’’ 
under-developed countries. 

The General Assembly's eco- 
nomic committee has appéaled 
again to the industralized nations 
to set aside one per cent of their 
national incomes for economic 


aid to the less developed nations. 

The extent of the Quakers’ sup- 
port of the U.N. came to light 
after the disclosure of another 
new approach to the organiza- 
tion’s financial troubles. 


Mrs. Wayne Elwood Sr., of 
Pal Alto, Calif., originated the 
latest idea of giving -he $1000 
it would cost her to build a 
fallout shelter to the U.N. in- 
stead. At the same time, fam- 
ilies and individuals in Chapel 
Hill, N.C., have pledged to 
contribute to the U.N. the 
money a Shelter would have 
cost each of them. 


One result of the turn of events 
has been to stir thoughts among 
certain quarters here of the pos- 
sibility that the U.N. could ap- 
peal directly to the peoples of 
the world for a “public man- 
date’’ for the organization's con- 
tinued solvency, if not its con- 
tinued effectivness. 

The United Nations already is 
appealing indirectly to the peo- 
ple in this country for funds with 
particular success in one in- 
stance. That is the annual drive 
for money for U.N. children’s 
Fund (UNICEF), in which 
youngsters ring doorbells on 
Halloween, “‘trick or treating’ 
for UNICEF. 

Last year the children raised 
$1,750,000 and this year about 
$2,000,000.

Bright in Europe 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 

THE FACE OF CHRISTMAS was seldom if ever brighter, 
Gayer, more resplendent than at this holiday season of 1961. 

That is as true in Western Europe, where this reporter 
has just been, as it is here at home. It was as though by 
common consent there had 
been a resolve to put aside 
all thought of danger and 
crisis. The new year may 
bring the terrible things 
the men of state forever 
talk about and that Goa 
and Katanga foreshadow. 
But this is a reprieve, this 
brief time when the lights 
shine out. 

In Paris, where it had 
suddenly turned wintry 
after a spell of unseasonal 
warmth, almost every fa- 
cade on the Champs Elysee 
glittered with Christmas 


decoration. At the Rond 
Point the buildings of the 
newspaper Le Figaro and 
the Berkeley hotel and res- 


taurant were handsomely 
decorated with greenery 
and colored lights.

The Place Vendome looked even more elegant than usual 
with silvered trees at the base of the Napoleon column. And 
the Dior establishment, rapidly becoming one of France's 
principal national monuments, was trimmed with swags of 
evergreen interspersed with small lights and large red bows. 
It had the look of the rarest possible Christmas package ready 
to be carried off by a Christmas shopper unconcerned about 
price tags 


The Paris shop windows had, as always, that spe- 
cial glitter of luxury that is French. Outdoing them- 
selves, the florists filled their windows with every kind 
of rare and beautiful flower and flowering plant. White 
lilac was nine francs — nearly $2—a branch. Long- 
stemmed roses began at $12 a dozen. 

Prices are high for almost everything. That re- 
flects the push of inflation causing strikes and other 
disruptions in the booming French economy. But for 
the moment even the blight of high prices and static 
wages seemed to be forgotten. 


In every capital the same festive atmosphere was evident. 
In Copenhagen, arcades of evergreen were built across the 
principal shopping st: The food stores displayed an abun- 
dance of good things, Denmark’s wonderful cheeses, fruits 
from every corner of the earth and meats and game birds 
still in feathers in a variety that would put most American 
markets to shame.

In Stockholm, the Christmas fair opened at Skansen early 
in December. The Swedes flocked there to buy Christmas toys 
and ornaments in wood and straw done in the tradition of 
long ago. At the center of the ring of booths was an open-air 
dance pavilion where young and old, grandfathers and toddlers 
and pretty girls, all joined hands to dance a round dance, a 
simple kind of hop, skip and jump. The sun was low along 
the horizon, since it never rises very far in the time of the 
winter solstice. Now and then oversized snowflakes drifted 
down to add a final touch to the scene. 


In the great square in Helsinki before the railway 
station designed by Eliel Saarinen, one of the first 
important modern buildings in Europe when it was 
finished in 1911, the crowds were moving from one 
lighted shop front te another. As darkness fell a little 
after 3:30 it began to snow harder than ever. But for 
these northern people bent on their Christmas errands 
this was of small moment, 


In Europe you heard complaints, as you do here 
at home, that Christmas has been commercialized. 
But getting and spending to one side, there was evi- 
dence of a longing for the values of the past that 
would somehow give assurance that the present was 
not entirely lost. On a recent cold gray Sunday in 
Paris a queue nearly a block long waited to get into 
an exhibit of the paintings and drawings of Goya gath- 
ered from Western capitals. 


In the line were all kinds and conditions, Beatnik types 
from Montmartre and St. Germain des Pres, plushy women 
in fur coats and the ordinary, solid French citizen. The ad- 
mission price was $1, and people waited patiently to enter the 
relatively small museum that was so crowded it was difficult 
to see the pictures. 

Every night the plastic bombs of the extreme rightist 
secret army organization go off in one quarter or another 
six in One evening recently. The black headlines scream death 
and destruction. But for this little time, these few days of 
Christmas, people seem to be resolutely looking the other way.

Caesar’s 46 Years Behind the Bar 


Cate Owner Venegoni Recalls Days of Carriage Trade and Prohibition—Displays Own Art

THE WALL BUILDING sits 
and broods, a dowager wonder- 
ing where the party went, at 
Vandeventer and Olive. 

The only business on the 
Vandeventer frontage of the 
ground floor is Caesar’s Cafe, 
and Caesar won't be a part 
of it much longer. The bar 
will continue under new man- 
agement, but Caesar Venegoni 
is 72 years old and has been 
standing behind his bar in the 
Wall building since 1915. and has 
his rheumatism to consider. 

Vencgoni does not look 72, or 
move about as though his rheu- 
matism gets in the way, and 
there was a hard and youthful 
wariness in his expression when 
I began asking questions about 
his business. A barkeep does 
not keep the trade brisk by tell- 
ing everything he knows on the 
first rounc. Venegoni softened 
when I told him that an® au- 
thority on such matters said 
Caesar Venegoni probably has 
been at one bar longer than 
any man in town and had held 
his own, come prosperity or 
Prohibition. 

“Oh, that. Prohibition,” Ve- 
negoni said, warming up. ‘“‘Ab- 
solutely. We stayed open on 
sandwiches during Prohibition. 
Michty tough.” 

Didn’t Prohibition offer some- 
thing legal and almost fit to 
drink?

Venegoni made ae strange 
roise.

Cae- 
sar’s has fine old bar fixtures 
the equal of any among the care- 
fully planted antiques in Gaslight 
Square.

The backbar and its cabinets are 
massive and tall. The mirror over 
the bar is four and one-half feet 
high and 12 feet wide.
